FortheMinifterof Qhrlft 
m\i& be in iiibjeftioh to the Magiftrate ^ and if he be nctt , he is 
punifh^ble by the Law of the Land as well as any other Subr 
left. TheperlbnsandeftatesofChurch-Ofiicers, and all that 
they have in this world is (iib)e£b to civill Authorise. But tba( 
which ^is Chiifts and not ours ^ theroyall pi^rogative of tjbc 
King of Saints, in gcrvernuig of his Church , according to bU 
owne will, is not fubjefi: to the pleafUre.of any man Jiving. But 
theHevererid Brother might well have fpared thi§. It is not th^ 
ludependency of the ChurchrGovcmment upon the ciyill Go^ 
vernmerlt , iT^hich he intoided to (peake againft. It is the veiy 
thing it fclfe, a Church*Govenimcnt , as is manifcit by his 
other two rules.

As for thofe two Scriptures which the Brother citeth, they 

are extremely mifapplied. Heclt^th i Cor. X2. 28, to prove 

that Chrift hath placed Civil Governments in his Churcfc, IF 

' by the Governii?ents orOovornours there mentioned,be under- 

: flood the Civil Magiftrates ; yet that place faith not chat ChrUl 

vhath placed them, but that God hath done it. 

Next, the Apoftle fpeaks rf fbch Governours as the Church 
had atthat time ; bat atthat time the Church had no godfy nor 
Chriftian Magiftrates. This is Calvins argument , whereby he 
proves that Eccleliaftical , not Civil Governours j are there 
meant. 

Thirdly, I ask. Ho wean we conceive that Civil Govera- 
ment can come into the Catalogue of Ecclefiaftical and Spirir' 
tual Adminiftrations ? for fiich are all the reft there reckoned 
forth, 

Laftly, the Brother, after fecond thoughts^ may think he hath 
done another diflfervice to the Magtftratc , in making the Magi- 
ftracy to be below and behinde the Miniftery. The. Apoftlc 
^ats them in this order : Godh^thfitfomein theChffrch^ firfi 
AfsHUsyficondlj ProphetSj thirdly T^fherf,4fter phat Miracles^ 
then gifts ef Healings ^ Helps, Governments, Scc. How makes 

the Brother this to agree with his Interpretation ? 

Next, he citeth Epkiai^^t^ii, to prove that all Glovern- 
ment is given to Chrift,^ and to him as Mediator • and Chrift; 
. , as head of thtefe, given to the Church. But this place maketh 
more againft him tiien for him 2 for the Apoftle faith not that 
Chrift is given to the Charch'as the Head of all Principalities 
and Powers. The Brother faith fo ; and in faying fo, he makes 
Chrift a Head to thofe that are not pf bis Body . 

The Apoftle &ith &r otherwiie » that God gave Chrift to 
be the Headover all things to ihe Church, which is his Body ; which 
the Sy riack readeth m ore plainly , And him ^ho is over att\ hs 
gave to ke the Head to the Church. He is a Head to none but the 
Church : but he who is Head to the Church is over ally God 
Uejfedfor ever, Rom .f .5 . yea, even as man, he is over or above 
aU. Th€ very Humane nature of Chrift which was raifed from 
the dead , being 6t at the r^ht band of the Majefty of God » is, 



(iXalted to a higher de^^ee of honour ami glory, then cither man 
or Angel ever was, or ever fhall be : So that he that is Head 
of the Church, is over all , becaufe he doth not onely excell hia 
own members, but excel! all creatures that ever God made. It 
is one thing to fay that Chrift is exalted to a dignity^ excellency, 
preeminence , ma^fty , and glory, far above all Principality , 
and Power, and Might, and Dominion : Another thing to fay 
that Chrift is Head of all Principalitits and Governments^ and 
as Mediator exercifeth bis Kingly Office over ihefc. The Apo* 
ftle faith the former, but not the later. 

Shall tneed to illuftrate this diftinftion ? * Is there any thing 
more known in the world ^ Will any fay, thathewhoexceli 
other mtn in dignity, fplendor, honour, and glory, moft there- 
fore reign and rule over all thofe whom he thus excels ? 

Tte Apoftle faith indeed , in another fenfe , that Chrift ii 
the Head^ aM Princifalitf and Power , Col a; le. But that is 
ipoiicfn of Chrift not as he is Mediator , but onely as he is God : 
And the Apoftlcs meaning in thofc word* is nothkig but this ; 
That Chrift is true God, (mhTofanMi That he is Omnipo- 
tent, tikthGualeher ; That he, being the natural Sen of God, i^ 
together with the Father Lord of all things, faith Bntlnger^ . 
That this is the nieaning, will foon appear : 

!• Ffom the fcope of the place, which i« to teach the C#- 
lijjfrkns^not to worAip Angels, becaufe they^ are but fervants; 
and the Son of God is their Lord and Head. 

a. The Apoftle expounds himfelf, how Chrift it the Head 
of all Ptincif^ality aild Power , O/. i . x y, i*, 1 7. fVho is the 
image pf the invifikle Ged^' the prfi-hrn of every creature : For 
by him ^ere aS things created that are in heaven and that are in the* 
earthy viftble andinvijible^ whether they h thrones , or dominions^- 
or princifatitieSfOr powers : AS things -were treated by him anAfor 
him I snd he is before all things^ and by him ai things confift. Now 
all this is, withourcontroverfie , to be underftood , not of the 
Office, but of thcPerfonof Jcfus Chrift ; not of his govern- 
ing and kingly Office, as he is Mediator , but to prove that he ifr' 
true and very God. Therefore 5^*<f, Zanchine, Gtialther, BtiU ^ 
linger^ Tofanwy U, Bayne , and divers other Interpreters upoa^

tlie placcy do generally agree » that the Apoftle, verf. v f , l^, 17J 
fpeika of the dignity and exceUency of the Perfon ^ Jeius 
Chrift, proving hioi to be true God ; and that verl.17. be com. 
cth to fpcak of his Olfice , as he is Mediator i And hektbi 
Bi4d $f the B^djy thi Churchy icc. So that we may diftingaiOi 
a twofold Headship of Jefus Chrift. One, in r^rd of bis Godt* 
head ; and fo Ke is Ifcad of all Principality and Power : Ano- 
ther, in r^ard of his Office of Mediator (hijp ; and ib he is Head 
of the Church oneiy. The preicat <^nion is of the later^ 
not of the former. The former is common to the Sen of God, 
with the Father and the hdy Ghofl; : The later is proper to 
Chrifl: God and man. The former (hall continue for ever ; The 
later (hall not continue for cver% The former doth not necef* 
fariiy fuppo(e the later | bat the later doth necelfiurily iiippoft 
the former. Chri(l can reign as God , though he reiga not as 
Mediator j but he cannot re^ as Mediator^ and not reign as 
Cod. T^ objeft of the former is every creacare : the objeft 
of the later is the Church gathered out oif the wcMrld. 

Thisdigrefliofl concerning the Head(hip of Jeiiis ChcVk, 
may for the tuture prevent dlverfe Objedions.

He calls the 
Church Chrifts fiilne(&,iD reference to his Headflbip,that which 
makes him full and com pleat fo (ar as he is a HcM or King : Ha-, 
ving his Church fuUy gathered, he hath his compleat Kingdom, 
his peifeft Body ; and this being done, he wants nothing, fo fer 
as he is Mediator. So that the holy Ghoft doth here as it were
